FEE INCREASES PASS 


The measure granting fee in- 
creases to sheriffs—introduced by 
President Frank Gross, of ‘Toccoa; 
Sen. Homer L. Causey, of Alma, 
and Abe T. Minchew, of Axson— 
was passed after the senate adopt- 
ed several amendments to it, whit- 
tling down certain proposed fees. 
The vote was 30 to 10. 

Superior court judges will be 
paid transportation, meal and 
lodging expenses for official work 
outside their counties under a 
house resolution passed by the 
senate, 36 to 3.

By a vote of 32 to 13, the sen- 
ate passed a bill by “Sen. John 
Mavity, of Rossville, to permit the 
Governor to fix the salary of the 
director of the State Social Se- 
curity Board at not more than 
$7,000 per year. The present sal- 
ary, $6,000, would be the mini- 
mum. ' 


$1,000 RAISE FOR HARTLEY 


The senate’s action was consid- 
ered as tantamount to approving 
a $1,000 increase in salary to 
Judge A. J. Hartley, the present 
director, who is credited with hav- 
ing saved the state many thou- 
sands of dollars. 


Legislation permitting the state 
attorney general to appoint his 
assistants—under present law ap- 
pointed by the -Governor—was 
passed by the senate and sent to 
the house.

For All Men Under 26 


‘Facing a shortage of men under 26, State Selective Service Direc- 
tor James N. Keelin Jr. has issued a directive to local draft boards 
to assist in “determining who shall be inducted and who shall re- 


main in deferred classifications.” 
Keelin’s directive yesterday or- 
dered all registrants in the 18 to 
25 age group “carefully reviewed” 
and called for préinduction physi- 
cal examinations “at the earliest 
practicable date” for farm de. 
ferred registrants of that group. 


Physically qualified registrants 


in the 26 to 29 age group who can- 
not meet the more rigid qualifica- 
tions now required for occupation- 
al deferments, he said, “will prob- 
ably be made available for mili- 
tary service in the next few 
months.” 

In order to qualify for defer- 
ment under the “rigid test,’’ Keelin 
added, a registrant “must be tech- 
nically trained or highly skilled 
and regularly engaged in and nec- 
essary to an activity which is in 
support of the civilian war effort, 


and for whom no replacement is| 


available.” 

The directive suggests that men 
in the 26-29 group be drafted in 
this order: (1) Those not employ- 
ed in an activity appearing on the 


essential activities list, (2) those 


found to be employed in relative- 
ly unimportant jobs in essential 
but NOT critical activities, (3) 
those found to be employed in 
relatively unimportant jobs in 
critical industries, .(4) those found 
to be employed in relatively more 
‘important jobs in essential activi- 
ities, and (5) those found to be 
‘employed in more important jobs 
in critical activities. 

| Draft calls will be “substantial- 
ily larger for the next six months 


than they have been in more re- 
cent months,” Keelin said, but the 
extent of the drafting of the 26-29 
group will depend on the number 
of younger men available.

He added 
that in view of thé liberal policy 
applicable to the group, and the 
emphasis stressed by the armed 
forces for younger men, that local 
boards probably would not re-

The long-range control of Ger- 
many is generally accepted to be 
a separate undertaking, at least 
in the early postwar years. Sen. 
Vanderberg, Republican, Michi- 
gan, has proposed that th Allied 
powers should end any concern 
among them over this problem by 
combining now in a treaty to keep 
Germany and eventually Japan 
under strict control. 

There was no reference in the 
statement to the possibility of 
Soviet participation in any war 
against Japan.

Berlin was being widened in tank 
and artillery battles that presaged 
the encirclement of Kuestrin and 
Frankfurt. Both cities were un- 
der artillery fire and Soviet tanks 
yesterday broke into Kuestrin’s 
center, 

On the direct, shortest route to 
Berlin, Marshal Zhukov’s First 
White Russian Army was on the 
“broad, asphalt superhighway lead- 
ing like an arrow to the heart of 
Berlin,” Soviet newspapers 4aid. 

The Nazis said Zhukov’s forces 
had won a new bridgehead across 
the Oder east of Berlin, for a total 
of four. Each was being. expand- 
ed, Berlin admitted. The Oder 
river fortresses of Kuestrin and 
Frankfurt, 38 and 33 miles east of 
Berlin, were under artillery fire 
and Soviet tanks yesterday morn- 
ing broke into the center of Kue- 
strin. 

The Nazi Transocean agency 
said “Zhukov seems to have com 
pleted his preparations for a ma- 
jor thrust against Berlin.” 

“Artillery fire assumed the char- 
acter of drumfire and the Soviets 
made breaches but achieved no 
operation success,’ DNB said. 

The Soviet high command 
clamped a security blackout on 
the great battle for the short road 
to Berlin, but Moscow correspond- 
ents reported through censorship: 
“Reports say Zhukov's vanguards 
have hurdled the river.” ... “ 
spectacular battle is raging at this 
very minute, and fighting now is 
going on in the fortified forefield 
of Berlin.” ... “Russian armies 
are poised to leap on Berlin; the 
situation is wildly promising.” .. . 
“It now looks like the drive for 
the capita] really is on; the posi: 
tion of the Germans has become 
serious to a point of desperation.” 


These reports came from Unit- 
ed Press Moscow dispatches and 
NBC, CBS and BBC Moscow 
broadcasts recorded here. 

North of Zhukov’s wedge point- 
ed at Berlin the Nazi high com- 
mand reported Russians troops at- 
tacking in great strength on a 
65-mile front toward the Baltic 
port of Stettin and the Baltic coast 
of Pomerania. 

Meanwhile, in Lower and Upper 
Silesia, Marshal Konev’s First 
Ukrainian Army expanded its pow- 
erful west bank bridgehead south- 
east of the great industrial’ city 
of Breslau. 

Konev’s troops stormed the| 
southern outskirts of shellbattered | 
Breslau and drove west with the. 
triple objective of encircling Bres. | 
lau, reaching the Neisse river and. 
outflanking the Czechoslovak in- | 
dustrial city of Moravska Ostrava. 


Field reports said the entire 
snowswept region in which ‘“o- 
nev’s troops were pressing was a 
mass of flames, the Germans put- | 
ting the torch to the vast industries | 
of western Silesia. 

As Russian planes took the air 
between storms, scores of armored | 
formations and motorized infantry | 
units streamed across the ice-| 
fringed Oder on pontoon bridges, 
widening the bridgehead in the 
footsteps of vanguards who swam 
the turbulent, icy river under mur- 
dérous machinegun fire to estab- 
lish the first footholds.

Commissioner of Agriculture Tom Lin- 
der is recognized as one of the state’s most 
astute politicians. 


But Commissioner Linder evidences an 
uncharacteristic lack of tact in giving over 
the entire front page of the Georgia Farm- 
er’s Market Bulletin to his personal rumi- 
nations on such nonagricultural matters as 
ancestry, Communism, immigration and 
various and sundry other aspects of politi- 
cal philosophy. 

Not, understand, that Commissioner 
Linder does not write with some logic on 
his chosen subjects. Commissioner Linder 
has a faculty for expressing platitudes 
clearly and succinctly and his meditations 
often show considerable merit. 


It is, in fact, only when he assumes the 
role of a mystic, dealing in numerology 
and ethereal prognostications, that we 
have any real criticism of Commissioner 
Linder’s literary ability. 


But throughout the state there has been 


growing a resentment over Commissioner 
Linder’s continued use of the Market Bul- 
letin as a personal organ to express his 
views on matters far removed from agri- 


cultural realms. Commissioner Linder, his 
critics admit, is not the first to misuse the 
Bulletin as a sounding board for his own 
political aggrandizement; but the fact that 
his predecessors did so before him by no 
means ameliorates the wrong inherent in 
his continuing dedication of that publica- 
tion to a purpose which we hardly believe 
contemplated by the legislative act estab- 
lishing it. 


The current legislature has been so busy 
with other and more important matters 
that we had thought that no notice would 
be taken of the use of the Bulletin as a per- 
sonal political sheet. But Commissioner 
Linder—in using the entire front page of 
the latest issue for philosophizing while 
state market reports are relegated to a 
bare four inches at the bottom of the back 
page—seems to be inviting trouble. 


The general assembly, it seems to us, 
will be rendering the state a service if—as 
perhaps Commissioner Linder intended— 
it seizes upon his\latest indiscretion as 
opportunity for s once and for all, 
just what function t arket Bulletin is 
intended to serve. 


Horror Too Fantastic for Belief 


Although they have been so well au- 
thenticated that we know, logically, the 
stories of Nazi death camps, of wholesale 
slaughter of helpless captives, are true, we 
in the United States are so unused to such 
things we cannot realize in our hearts they 


actually happened. 


Some of us, those with exceptionally 
bizarre taste in fiction, have found a sort 
of sadistic interest in reading of such 
stories as flights of a novelist’s fancy. But 
we feel, all the time, that these debauch- 
eries can exist only in fiction, they just 
can’t be a part of real life. 


The monthly magazine published by 
the French Press and Information Serv- 
ice, “Free France,” in its February issue, 
prints an article by one Jacques Fano, first 
published in Le Parisian Libere, on De- 


cember 26 and 28. This describes condi- 
tions and customs at a Nazi prison camp 
in Alsace, a prison known as the Struthoff 
Natzweiler camp. 


So shocking is this document it would 
be unwise, here, to tell many of the things 
it reveals. Let it suffice to say it tells of 
helpless humans used as guinea pigs in 
German scientific experiments, that it tells 
how German surgeons practiced vivisec- 
tion on human victims. 


It is such revelations that impress one 
with the impossibility of decent Americans 
ever coming to full realization of the 
bestiality of Nazi Germany. At the same 
time, it should help us to understand and 
to sympathize with the burning hatred for 
all things German that fills the hearts 
and souls of so many Europeans today. 


A Good Answer to Municipal Power Problem 


Despite overwrought pressure from ex-

Beautiful Paris 
Is Pathetic Now 


PARIS.—Those who have not read Elliot 
Paul’s book, “The Last Time I Saw Paris,” have 
heard someone sing the song of that title: 


“The last time I saw Paris, her heart was warm and gay.” 
What does she look like now? 


Candor compels me to admit it is the greatest city in the world. 
Even war has not destroyed that. There is something about Paris. 
It is not by any means to be confused with France, any more than 
New York is to be said to represent America. But Paris has 
something. Perhaps a part of it is her broad streets and boule- 
vards; her very spaciousness; her parks; her statues; the Seine, 
with the inevitable fisherman, immaculate with gloves and bas- 
kets; her Notre Dame: her streets which smell of history, of the 
“Three Musketeers,” of Voltaire, of Danton, of the gadfly Rous- 
seau, of the corrupt kings, of the revolution (borrowed from our 
own in America), of her ebullient spirit; her tolerance; her ex- 
perience gained from centuries—no one knows. But, somehow, 
there is at least a certain element of truth in the saying that Paris 
is the second home of everyone. 


But, what does she look like now? 


Well, she has been in the grip of the worst winter since 1917, 
a winter whose iron, cold grip has madé cold the world which 
knows changes in temperature. 


I cannot tell you a city where there is more misery than Paris, 
unless it be, perhaps, Warsaw or Berlin. 


No Heat There is no heat. Now, that is a statement which 

tests the imagination. I do not mean there is not much 
heat or that there is very little. There is none. In the great houses, 
in the hotels, in the houses of the very poor, there is no heat at all. 


I ask you to imagine what that means. If you are an average 
sort of person in a small apartment, and if you have a child of 
months or of a few years, it means that child has no warm room 
in which to be bathed, no warm room in which’ to be dressed. 


It means that if you are a mother, or an expectant one, and 
go to a hospital, there is no heat. Does it shock you that in the 
great city of Paris at least 12 babies die every day in maternity 
hospitals because of the cold? 

Have you ever thought what it means to be a very old person 
or a young one, and never be warm? The middle-aged and those 
of 21 or thereabouts can endure it. But, I tell you, I have sat in 
their homes and seen our breaths congeal as: we sat there in over- 
coats and mufflers, and I do not understand why people do not 
break down. It gets too much to be stood, always to be cold, never 
to be warm, always to do without lights or heat. 


There is no food. That is, there is little. There is the black 
market. A pack of cigarets costs, in American money, one dollar 
and a half. A pound of coffee costs ten dollars in American money. 


There is a little meat on the market, mostly canned corned 
oe If you wish beef you go to the black market and pay through 
e nose. 


People literally skirt the edge of starvation. 
fairly well. That is because they eat potatoes and beans. 


starches keep them looking a bit ‘“‘well fed.” 
The most stupid wrong done Paris—and France~ 


A Wrong was the publicity about fashions and fashion shows. 
It is true that Paris is fashion-conscious. It is true that during the 
occupation the women tried to demonstrate they were not defeated. 
They invented crazy hats, which a fairly simple-minded American 
will adopt. Most any French woman will show you a coil] or so 
of cloth, packed with old newspapers so that it stands up high in 
front. Or, ironically, they will laugh at the women of America 
who are adopting the turban. The women who had been too 
“friendly” with Germans hdd their hair clipped off. They came 
out in public with towels wrapped around their denuded beans 
and, later, with gaily-colored cloths. But it now looks as if the 
feminine fashion addicts in America will eagerly adopt the neces- 
sity-is-the-mother-of-invention turbans of the tarts of France. 


The women of France, or the designers, did manage to use cloth 
tops, wooden soles, and other fill-ins, to make shoes and clothes 
which looked good. The feature writers grabbed it and sent in 
reams of stuff about “gay” and “fashionable” Paris. Meanwhile, 
for every person posing for pictures and riding bikes in full-flowing 
dresses that show a pair of neat knees, there were ten thousand 
ordinary persons in rags and wooden shoes, living on bread and 
water and an occasional plate of “soup du jour,” with maybe one 
carrot and a bit of pomee de terre to give it a small bit of flavor. 

The result was bad for public opinion about France. 

France is suffering. Her canals are frozen. And she depends 
on them mightily. Her railways are depleted of engines and cars. 
Her roads are ice-covered, : 

The people are taking it. I would say that the provisional 
government of Gen. de Gaulle was confirmed within two days 
after he took: office. 

Paris still is here—physicially and, I think, spiritually. But 
for the present her people are apathetic and tired from being miser- 
able for five years. It is not surprising.

1 positively will not 
let them down. But it seems to me 
that somebody else is letting them 
down and in miserable fashion. 

The French people really know 
what hardship and suffering is. 
The Germans caused them untold 
agony and plenty of embarrass- 
ment and real deprivation, and 
more important were responsible 
for most of France being reduced 
te shamble and utter waste. These 
things I saw with my own eyes. 
We can have no better judge than 
the French people on the prisoner 
question. It is humiliating to me 
that the Nazis are receiving such 
careful consideration, and lavish 
facilities while they are interned, 
which just furthers their concep- 
tion (and boy how they have it) 
that Americans are stupid, soft- 
hearted dolts who will succumb to 
the least bit of flattery by a “su- 
per” German, no matter where he 
Gishes it out. I am so disheartened

Guesses Are Only 
Guesses After All 


In matters pertaining to future war develop- 

ments it is well always to remember that, no 

| , matter how well informed maybe the source of 

any information, guesses at best remain just that and no more— 
guesses. 

Illustrating this is a recent letter, coming from a source un- 
usually exceedingly well informed, which said the Russians would, 
probably, be in Berlin on the same date MacArthur’s troops en- 
tered Manila. The date given is February 15. 


Well, we all know that guesser was almost two weeks wrong 
in his guess in so far as Manila is concerned. The American troops 
on Luzon beat the forecast by comfortable margin. 

We can only wait and see how close his guess of February 15 
as the date for Russian entry into Berlin comes. Let’s hope, if 
there is any error, it is on the same side as was the error about 
the Philippine capital. — 

What I’m trying to stress, though, is the folly of placing any 
dependence upon anyone’s guess in regard to war affairs. For 
there are so many uncontrollable factors involved it is simply silly 
to do any definite predicting. 

(Oh, yes, I know I’ve been silly in that manner—but never 
again, unless a mental lapse arrives to confound all human 


promises.) 

“Te"" It is now stated, probably correctly, that if 
The Great If the airborne attack at Arnhem had succeed- 
ed, Eisenhower would have sent Allied troops from the west into 
Berlin ahead of the Russians from the east. 

If von Rundstedt had not attacked in the Ardennes area, with 
the resultant heavy drain on Allied supplies to halt him and wipe 
the Ardennes “bulge,” Eisenhower would have begun an all-out 
offensive. from the west long before this. 

As it is, new supplies have been pouring into France and Bel- 
gium and we may expect that great west offensive in the next 
few days. 

Another “if.” If nothing happens to disrupt Russian plans in 
the east or Allied plans in the west, German resistance cannot last 
longer than another 90 days. That’s what the “informed authori- 
ties” say. Remember, again they’re guessing. 

The British do not expect any definite surrender date for the 
war against Germany. They believe it will be necessary to 
“liquidate” one by one the various German armies and that guer- 
rilla bands of Nazis will have to be wiped out as long as those 
desperate men can lay their hands on any sort of weapons. 


: ct Whether the British forecasters are right 
Danger in V Day or wrong, it would be as well if we in the 
United States made a little advance preparation for V-Day, if it 
comes, as a safeguard against making gullible fools of ourselves. 

There is that danger, a very real danger. For if, some hour, 
we receive word that Germany has laid down her arms and un- 
conditionally surrendered, we’re apt to forget, for a while at least, 
all about that other war, the one against the Japs, and go on a 
spree of celebration that might easily develop into an an orgy. 

The Elks, for one organization, are preparing to guard against 
sOch a tragic mistake, right now. Each Elk lodge has been asked, 
by the national top-Elk (what is his title?) to arrange, now, to 
close for the 24 hours following the announcement of final victory 
in Europe and to arrange that suitable church services shall be 
the only celebration of that day. 


: Celebrations involving unrestrained alcohol 
Foolish, Anyway consumption, wild stampedes down the city 
streets, wholesale petty vandalism, are thoroughly understandable 
but, nevertheless, are thoroughly foolish. In fact, they are under- 
standable, I guess, just because they are foolish. For folks, as a 
whole, are foolish. Now, aren’t they? 

We must remember that, even after Germany is knocked out, 
we face a long and difficult job in smashing the Japanese aggressor- 
rats back into their homeland, out of all their ill-gotten territorial 
gains, and teaching them such a lesson they won't go looking for 
the same type of trouble again for a couple of centuries. 

The best celebration we could possibly arrange for the European 
V-Day, if there is such a definite day, would be humble prayers 
for our sons and brothers fighting all across the Pacific and China, 
and a rededication to the cause of human freedom on both sides 
of the globe and a new determination to work until the final vic- 
tory is won, as hard as we know our men who carry the guns are

Republicans Play 
A Dangerous Game 


WASHINGTON.—Sen. George is entirely cor- 

Bf rect, it seems, in warning house Republicans 

: against further attempts to revise his bill di- 
vorcing federal lending agencies from the Department of Commerce. 

Bent on politics, pure and simple, house Republicans, aided by 
a few southern Democrats of the Rankin variety, are out to amend 
the George bill in such a way that it will meet with a certain veto 
by the Presideht. 

They are hopeful thus of defeating the nomination of Henry 
Wallace as secretary of commerce, since a number of senators have 
stated they would not vote for.the former vice president’s confirma- 
tion unless the lending agencies are separated from the department. 

As amendments to the George bikk already passed by the senate, . 
it is proposed to strip the secretary of commerce of all financial 
powers, even to the extent of removing him as a member of the 
board of the Export-Import Bank. ; 

These are merely harassing proposals having no bearing on the 
main issue involved in the Wallace nomination—whether the secre 
tary of commerce should be given the. added powers of presiding 
over giant lending agencies of the government. 

The Republican purpose is twofold: First, to make the bill so 
objectionable that it would be vetoed by the President: and, second, 
to tie up the legislation indefinitely in congress. Both moves are 
designed to defeat the Wallace nomination, the senate having agreed 
not to vote on confirmation until the measure is disposed of. 

The Republicans are pursuing a typical policy of 

Shor tsighted shortsightedness. As Sen. George has pointed out, 

they are inviting a situation wherein all of the evils they pretend 

to be seeking to prevent will be brought about; that is, confirma- 

tion of Mr. Wallace as secretary of commerce with full power over 
the lending agencies. 

If the house should load down the George bill with a lot of 
silly amendments provoking a presidential veto, there is little 
chance that the veto could be overridden. Hence the Wallace nomi- 
nation would then be voted on without regard to any proposed limi- 
tations on authority over the agencies. And if recent test 
vote in the ate may be taken as a guide, he would be confirmed, 
though by a narrow margin. 

The Republicans, therefore, are out to defeat the very purpose 
of the George bill. . 

But there is another factor in the situation which makes the 
Republican move even more futile. President Roosevelt has an ace 
up his sleeve which enables him to defeat any action taken by the 
house on the subject. 

Under the war powers act he has full authority to comply with 
the conditions of the George bill by simple resort to executive 
action. By the same authority he exercised in transferring the RFC 
and other lending agencies to the Department of Conimerce at the 
time of Jesse Jones’ appointment, he could restore the agencies to 


their former position. 

: Now, if house Republicans succeeded in their 
Veto Possible program, here is what would happen. The 
President would either veto the whole bill, allowing Mr. Wallace 
to be confirmed with aay sat over the agencies.: Or if a count 
of senate noses indicated there was some doubt about confirmation 
with full powers, he could still save Mr. Wallace by issuing 
executive order penning = the agencies from the department, 
provided in the George bill. 

Viewed in this light, the whole scheme is hairbrained, of course. 
It can accomplish nothing except to build Mr. Wallace up to larger 
proportions as a national hero of liberal forces. 

The Republicans, as usual, are playing into Democratic hands, 
They are following the same leadership they did in accepting Rep. 
Rankin, a sort of Cotton Ed Smith Democrat of Mississippi, as the 
head and horns of the successful move to continue the life of the 
much repudiated Dies Committee, voted earlier in the session.

Before me lies an article by 
Leland Stowe on our gross failure 
to build good will for this coun- 
try and to inform other nations 
concerning what we have done in 
the war. Mr. Stowe is one of our 
sanest and most experienced jour- 
nalists. He knows the whole 
world pretty well and is not likely 
to fly off the handle. The story 
is not a new one. It was true 
in the last war and true during 
the years between the two wars. 


Mr. Stowe takes up in particu- 
lar the case of F.ance. Having 
lived about the world largely out- 
side America for more than 15 
years, I think I understand what 
he is talking about. Wherever 
you went in the world during the 
past 20 years, there was no agency 
and no individual selling the U. 
S. A., to the rest of the world. At 
the same time, Great Britain, Ger- 
many and Italy were doing a great 
job. In fact, much of the tragedy 
of this war, both in its national 
and its social sense, can be laid 
to the sales campaign of the Fas- 
cist nations. 

We have never, like the British, 
kept up a consistent government 
planned campaign vaunting Brit- 
ish products and prestige while 
insinuating quietly that the prod- 
ucts of all other nations were in- 
ferior. 


In respect to trade relations 
w: have in the past never done 
anything at all toward creating 
understanding and good will. 
There has never been with us 
that close liason between govern- 
ment and business which made 
British trade for more than a cen- 
tury the greatest in the world. In 
fact, there have been times during 
the past 12 years when our gov- 
ernment appeared to behave with 
a kind of hostility toward Ameri- 
can business and trade overseas. 


Now all of this is important— 
in fact never so important in all 
our history as now. All the loose 
talk about 60,000,000 jobs, about 
an expanding economy and all 
the rest will not come to much if 

‘e end the war with the ill will of 
the world. Nor is ill will toward 
us going to contribute much to- 
ward peace or a stable, potent 
world organization. 


Good will is not something that 
drops like manna from heaven, 
especially when all the other na- 
tions in the world are in competi- 
tion and always ready to put in a 
bad word for American products. 
Nor does the fact that the U. S. A. 
is the richest and most secure na- 
tion on earth make other people 
love us. 


The mere fact that we can af- 
ford to be generous does not it- 
self induce other nations to find 
us lovable. Our government’s 
habit of making colossal loans to 
other nations makes us neither 
loved nor understood. In fact, the 
effect is exactly the contrary. 
Propaganda can be enormously 
effective, but even simple informa. 
tion can be valuable. We have 
never bothered to back up loans 
even with simple information. 


Other countries know the value 
of these things and practice them. 
Russia and Great Britain have at 
the present time r dozen or more 
agencies flooding this nation with 
information and propaganda. 
Even the French with all their 
distractions, are well organized to 
sell their point of view. 


Mr. Stowe writes—“Where our 
political and propaganda relations 
with France are concerned, the 
United States is getting nowhere 
fast. We are not selling Amer- 
ica’s peace aims to the French.” 
(To be sure, it would be difficult 
to sell our peace aims in their pres- 
ent nebulous state to any nation.) 


France is an acute example. 
There is already ill will toward us 
among the French of the next gen- 
eration or two—an ill will perfect- 
ly justified by our muddling and 
dealings with Vichy and _ the 
traitors of North Africa. The 
French certainly do not under- 
stand this befuddled policy never 
had American approval. 

Despite the large part we played 
in the liberation of Belgium and 
Italy, the British have taken over 
both countries, at the very time 
when the only food and material 
Italy receives is shipped from this 
country. Most Italians don't even 
know where it comes from. Any 
fool can see the future effects upon 
American-Italian trade. 

Possibly with the reorganization 
of the state department these 
things will be better managed, but 
the change will have to be revo- 
lutionary. Jobs are tied up with 
markets, and foreign markets are 
going to be needed to provide the 
mythical 60 million jobs. The old 
policy of loaning money to other 
nations to pay for what they buy 
from us, the old business of mak- 
ing loans to other nations which 
only repudiate them, will be no 
more effective for our own pros- 
perity and employment than for 
the world in general. 

The situation will not change 
until we have a government which 
understands the immense value of 
good will as any little shopkeeper 
understands it, or as the govern- 
ments of Great Britain, of Russia, 
of Germany, of most of the other 
governments of the world under- 
stand it. It won't change until we 
have a government which works 
with business man and manufac- 
turer in matters of foreign trade, 
rather than treating them as a hos- 
tile element of our economic life. 
It won't change until we have a 
government which understands 
that employment and prosperity 
and the welfare of. the whole na- 
tion depends upon government co- 
operation with all elements of its 
economic life.

criticize or even admit any flaws 
in the home front. 


It is true that a great many peo- 
ple don’t know there’s a war on, 
or don’t seem to care. And yet 
I realize that I could very easily 
let myself sit down and take it 
easy and never think of war again, 
except in an academic way. 


I've had no bad incidents dur- 
ing these few months at home. 
But I have learned from experi- 
ence that it’s almost impossible— 
sometimes infuriating in a help- 
less sort of way—to talk to most 
civilians feeling about the war. 

On trains and in public places 
I ‘find myself drifting automatic- 
ally to boys in uniform with over- 
seas ribbons or service stripes, for 
we can talk the same language. 

As an example of what I mean, 
one man said to me one day in 
complete good faith “tell me now, 
just exactly what is it you don’t 
like about war?”

2,000-Mile Pipe 
Will Pour Oil 
To Chinese War 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(/)— 
A 2,000-mile lend- lease pipeline is 
being burrowed into the interior 
of China to power the Allied air 
attack on Japan, Leo T. Crowley, 
foreign economics administrator, 
disclosed today. 


Crowley told the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee the pipeline 
built through combined Arner 
can, British, Chinese and Indian 
manpower and resources, “will 
enable the combined fofces of the 
United Nations to mount new and 
greater offensives from China.”’ 
Crowley went before the commit- 
tee to urge a one-year extension 
of lend-lease which, otherwise, 
will lapse June 30. 

The pipeline, he said, 


aimed at stepping up military 
supplies for China and Allied 
forces in the east. 

A fleet of 15,000 American 
trucks will be delivered to China 
over the new Ledo road to set up 
a Chinese transportation system. 
A thousand American technicians 
are in China or on their way there 
and 1,000 Chinese will be brought 
to this country for training to help 
their country “handle the greatly 
increased volume of lend-lease 
materials that will be moving in,” 
he said. 

Crowley ,reviewed the whole 
history of lend-lease operations on 
all figh fronts d said re- 
verse lend-lease aid is coming to 
America’s war effort from Britain 
at the rate of $2,500,000,000 a 
year. 

Crowley told the committee 
that Australia and New Zealand 
are furnishing 90 per cent of the 
food for American forces in the 
south and central Pacific, under 
reverse lend-lease.

It is quite obvious now that the major leagues 
Clear-Cut Issue of baseball are going to select a successor to 
Judge Landis in whom the public will have the utmost confidence. 

Fortunately, the college basketball scandal developed soon after 

Judge Landis passed away. It seemed almost prophetic. Some- 
how it seemed a sort of will that the eminent 
jurist had left for the game of baseball he 
had guarded so zealously. 

If the basketball scandal hadn't hit the front 
pages, men of baseball might have made a 
serious mistake in the selection of a new czar. 

It isn’t a job that just any politician can 
fill. The important thing is that the new com- 
missioner has the indorsement of John Public. 
Baseball practically is on trial again. With 
times so uncertain and with gambling so ram- 
pant in diverse ways since the race tracks were 

closed, organized baseball needs a _ strong 
guardian. 

Such a man could be Jim Farley. He long has had an 
absorbing interest in baseball. Possibly a man who would 
stand even higher in the baseball fan’s estimation is J. Edgar 
Hoover, the head G-Man. In the past few days a great deal 
ef new support has gone his way. 

From the beginning, this department has been in the corner of 
Hoover. A little criticism developed because a few citizens thought 
Hoover should be left alone to continue the great work he has done 
as head of the Federa) Bureau of Investigation. 

Organization is the answer to that. Hoover has built up 
a creat organization of law enforcement. I’m not saying the 
FRI wouldn’t miss him. But the work would go on very 
handsomely, and Hoover could show a great deal more of a 
bank balance. Baseball Commissioner Hoover would make 
$50,000 a year. 

In spite of the fact that he is one of the government's more 
important executives, he doesn’t make anything comparable to that 
figure in Washington, 


New York Herald Tribune sports editor, Stan- 
More Support ley Woodward, who recently returned from 
overseas, has written of the new trend that has developed in favor 
of Hoover. 

“J. Edgar Hoover knows more about baseball than did the old 
judge at the time of his installation,” Woodward wrote. “The 
judge had just made himself nationally famous by fining a sub- 
sidiary of the Standard Oil Company many millions of dollars. The 
fine did not stick, but the judge’s act established his ruggedness 
in the eyes of the baseball tycoons and made him their unanimous 
choice.” 

Then Woodward, a few paragraphs later, declares: “If 
you should ask us we would say that baseball should go out 
and get a man who not only has shown the ability to go out 
and grab crooks but also seems to know his way around 
Washington, a man who also appears to have a faith in the 
God-given mission of baseball, as indicated by Mr. Hoover 
himself in his recent bolt-out-of-the-blue interview in behalf 
of baseball. 

“Mr. Hoover undoubtedly has the FBI so well organized that it 
can carry on without him. The baseball job will pay approximately 
$50,000 a year.” 

It is going to take a great effort on the part of baseball 
te combat the gambling evil. For, so long as horse racing is 
banned, there will be a concentration of betting on other 
sports. The basketball situation is indicative of the trend. 
In a very short while the new baseball commissioner will be 

named. The choice apparently is between Jim Farley and Edgar 
Hoover. Under his present salary arrangéments it is not likely 
that the former would be too interested in fifty grand a year.

'YWCA Drive 


Is Termed 
‘Necessity’ 


“This is not only a noble cause 
—although it is that, too—but, 
more than that, it is a community 
necessity.” 

In these words Mrs. Granger 
Hansell, president of the board of 
directors of the Atlanta Young 
Women’s Christian. Association, 
opened the YWCA’s $500,000 
building fund campaign at the 
initial luncheon at the Ansley 
hotel yesterday noon. 

Before an audience of more 
than 500 members of the general 
and the men’s teams, Mrs. Han- 
sell traced the efforts of the At- 
lanta YWCA to meet the needs 
of the city’s 431,000 girls and 
young women. 

“We have no dormitories,” she 
said. “And when girls come look- 
ing for a place to live, they are 
referred to our rooms registry 
service. There they are sent to 
rooms which have been investi- 
gated by a YWCA committee. But 
we have no place ourselves to of- 
fer them.” 

Mrs. Hansell pointed out that 
“there is not sufficient space in 
the present YWCA structure at 
37 Auburn avenue to take care of 
all the Girl Reserves (YWCA 
clubs with girls of school age). 
at one time. We try to arrange 
it so that various clubs come at 
different times.” 

Chairman of the luncheon was 
George A. Beattie, head of the 
men’s teams. Among those intro- 
duced were Mrs. Howard See, co- 
chairman of the general teams:
